Irſt, that the ſaid ſhall ar the general! Se(sions of the Peace to bee holden for 
the ſaid next after comming after the 
dare of theſe preſents, or atthe generall aſſembite of Tuſtices for that purpole, next after the 
{11d generall Sefsions,where hue Juſtices at the icaſt, whereof rwo of the Luorum,ſhall be pre- 
ſent (it hee ſhail ſo long continue his Alchoule-keeping) bring in this his Licence, there by 
the Tuſtices to be ſeenc, and conſideration by them to be had whether hee ſhall be found hero ſtand or nor. And 
it he (hall be then found firand ailowed ro continue for one whole yeere longer, then that he taile nor yeerely at- 
ecr at the (aid generall Sefsions of the Peace, or ſuch generall afſemb'y of Iuſtices (if hee ſhail to long continue his 
Alchoule keeping) to preſent this his Licence to the ſaid Tultices, to be allowed or dilailowed, as atoreſaid. 
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2. Jtem that hee ſhall not permit or ſufferany playing at the cards,dice,tables, quoirs, loggers, {cales, boxyles, 
or any othcr vnlawfull game or games in his houtc, yard,garden, or back!ide,but ſhall keepe good order andruic 
in his laid houle. 


3. Jtem,that he ſhall not harbour in his ſaid houſe, barnes, ſtables, or other-where, any Rogues, Vazabonds, 
ſturdy beggars,maſterleſſe men,or other luſpected perion or pertons what:ocucr. 


4. Item, that he ſhall neitherſell nor veter any Beer, Ale,or other victuall vpon the Sabath day, or holiday, 
during che time of divine Seruice or &&rmon, be 1t in the turenoone or atiernoone, 


5. tem, that he ſhall neither dreſſe, nor cauſe to be drefſed,nor willingly luffer t » beo catenin his ſaid houſe, 
any fleſk inthe time of Lent, or vpon any day now obterucd as a ith day. 


6. Item, that he ſhall not ſuffer any perſon or pertons, other then his owne houhod ſeruants, to ell or verer 
any Beere, Ale,or other victuall in his faid houſe by depuration,or by colour of h1s Licence,
